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TEE     TOBACCO     SITUATION 

Suimnajry 

The  tobacco   outlook  for   1942   has   been  considerably  impro-ved  by 
events   of  the   last  year.     Domestic   demand  for  most  types  has   increased 
notably.     Current  consumption  of  tobacco  products,   especially  of   cigarettes, 
is   expected  to  continue  to  increase.     Although  normal  commercial  exports 
decreased  last  year  to  the   loi'rest   levels,  since  the   1860 's,   no  further   de- 
creases   are  anticipated  and  lend-lease  shipments   of   old-crop  tobacco  vdll 
substantially  reduce   domestically  held  stocks.     Ho  great   improvement  in 
exports  to  the  Far  East  can  be   expected. 

The  Tveek  m.arket  position  of  flue-cured  has   improved  during  the  past 
year,   partly  because  of   increases   in  domestic   cigarette  consvimption  and 
declines   in  production  due  to  marketing   quotas,   developments  which  mil 
continue   in  1S42.     Likevdse   there   should  be   slight  further  improvement   in 
domestic  consumption  of  snuff  and  chevdng  tobacco,   the   principal  domestic 
cutlets  for   dark  tobaccos.      Continued  reduction  in  the   production  of  these 
types   in  1942  through  marketing   quotas  viill  considerably  improve  the 
prospects   for  more  normal  marketing   conditions   in  future  years. 

Anticipated  production  cuts   and  increases   in  domestic  consiimption 
for  1942   also  serve  to  improve   Bur ley  prospects.      The   extremely  high  prices 
received  for  Maryland  tobacco  this  year  indicate  that  the  marked  increase 
in  domestic   demand  may  be  at   least  partly  maintained  next  year.     Although 
no  predictions  may  be  ventured  as  to  production  of  the  various  cigar  types, 
expected  high  levels   of  consumption  of  cigars   and   scrap-chevdng  tobacco 
suggest  a  generally  favorable   1942   outlook. 


SEPTEMBER  19U1  -  1^.  - 

iThe  total  19^1  t6"bacco  crop  in  the  United  States,  as  indica-ted 
September  1,  is  estimated  at  1, 255» 2^5)000  pounds,  -  13.5  percent  less 
than  19^0  production  and  33 '0  percent  leos  than  the  record  1939  crop. 
Most  of  the  decrease  in  each  of  the  last  2  years  cpme   in  flue-cured  pro- 
duction, which  is  estimated  at  only  6^7,657.000  pounds  for  19^1,  atout  1^+ 
percent  helow  last  year, 

Elue-cured  prices  this  season  have  "been  considerably  higher  than 
in  the  preceding  months  since  the  out  "break  of  v^ar  in  Europe,  and  present 
indications  "based  on  sales  of  over  half  the  crop  point  to  a  season  average 
price  of  23  to  25  cents.   Several  factors  contri"bute  to  this  higher  level 
of  prices:  A  short  crop  of  good  smoking  quality;  increases  in  domestic  con- 
STimption;  the  evident  desire  of  domestic  manufacturers  to  oufbid  other 
"buyers  end  "build  hoavy  inventories  at  this  time;  pnd  recognition  that  market- 
ing quotas  and  general  economic  conditions  may  prevent  rjiy  su"bstr;ntial  ex- 
tension of  production  next  year,  Vfith  present  prices  Commodity  Credit 
Corporation  purchases  this. year  may  not  exceed  100  million  pounds,  comprred 
with  200.8  million  pounds  last  year. 

Exports  of  flue-cured  last  year  decreased  to  the  lowest  levels  since 
"before  World  War  I.  Toward  the  end  of  the  year  lend-lease  shipments  of  old- 
crop  to"bacco  ovimed  or  controlled  "bj'-  the  Commodity  Credit  Corporation  were 
"begun,  and  these  exports  are  continuing  in  su"bstantial  volume.  Domestic 
consumption  continues  to  increase,  mainly  on  account  of  Inxge  increases  in 
cigarette  consumption.  The  totrl  indicated  supply  is  2,2U0.6  million  pounds 
as  compared  with  2,165.5  EiiHion  pounds  a  year  ago.  Exclusive  of  stocks 
o^imed  or  controlled  "by  the  Commodity  Credit  Corporation,  the   total  supply 
is  lower  this  yerr  than  last. 

The  supply  of  Burley  is  expected  to  "be  atout  the  srine  as  a  year  ago. 
The  smaller  crop  indicated  on  Septem'ber  1  is  expected  to  "be  a"bout  balanced 
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■by  an  increase  in  October  1  stocks  as  compared  with  last  year.  Domestic 
constunption  is  increasing,  and  present  estimates  are  for  a  crop  slightly 
"belov;  disappearance,  last  year. 

The   estimated  January  1    supply  of  Maryland  shows   an  increase   over 
the  preceding- year.      In   spite   of  the   continued  lovr  level   of  exports,    the 
strong  .majket   this  year   shows   tha^t   increased  domestic   demand  has  more   than 
compensated  for  the   closing  of  European  outlets.     Prices  this  year,   v/ith 
ma-rketing  of  the  IPHo  crop  almost   concl-ded,    are   the  highest   on  record,    and 
the   cash  value  of  the  crop  likewise  will    set   a  nevi  hi^i. 

Much  smaller  fire-cured  and  dr.rk  air-cured  crops   are   erpected  this 
year,   \irith  growers  of  all   these  t^/pos   (except  Virginia  sun-cured)    operating 
under  marketing  quotas  v/hich  sharply  reduced  plantings.      In   spite   of  la,rge 
stock  increases,    fire-cured  supplies   on  October  1   are   expected  to  he   only 
3  percent   larger  than  a  year   a^o,    and  dark  air-cured  supplies   are   expected 
to  he   ahout   the   spjne   as   in  19^+0,     Exports   of  hoth  fire-cured  and  dark  air- 
cured  toha-ccos  continued  to  decline  tJ^roughout   the  pa.st   year. 

The   Septemher  1   crop  estimrite   gives   total   cigar  ler.f  production  as 

1^2.2  million  pounds,    slightly  less   than  production  la.st  year.     The  condition 

of  the   crop   a„ppears   to  he   good,    and  with  increased  cig.ar  and   scrap-chev/ing 

consumption,    maixketing  j)rospects   are  favorahle,

FLUE-CURED  TOBACCO,   TYPES   ll-l!+ 

Smaller  Crop;   Prices  Much  Higher  Than  in  I9U0 

The  19^1   crop   of  all   flue-cured  types  indicated  a.s   of  Septomher  1 
totals   bUy.y  million  pounds,    ahout  lU  percent   less   than  the  19^40  crop   of 
755»2  million  poionds.     With  acreage  plantings   slightly  Inrger,   yields  are 
do\m   sharply  from  last  year.     The   total   supply,    estimated  to  he   2,2^0,6 
million  pounds,    continues  to   increa.se.     Prices   on  all  markets  have  averaged 
ahout  30  to   50  percent  higher  than  la.st  year's   averrge  market  prices   of  the 
respective   types.     The   crop  is  reported  to   oe   of  excellent   ouality  for 
ciga^rcttc  purposes. 
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Types   13-lU  Sales  Completed 

■  The  G-eorgia-Florida  markets  ( tjrpe  lU)  opened  on  August  5>  sud.   final 
sales  were  held  on  August  22.  Producers'  sales  for  the  season  in  Georgia 
ajad  Plbrida  totaled  61,813,150  pouxids,  a  decline  of  29  percent  from  the 
El ,lhl,'j'[6   pounds  marketed  in  this  area  last  year.  The  indicated  G-eorgia- 
Florida  auction  sales  represent  9S  percent  of  the  total  type  lU  flue-cured 
crop  of  62,872,000  poun.ds  estimated  "by  the  Crop  Reporting  Board  as  of 
Septemher  1.  Of  these  producers'  sales,  56»086,02S  pounds  were  marketed 
in  Georgia,  and  5j727>122  represented  Florida  sales.  The  average  price  for 
the  19^1  crop  of  20. U  cents  per  po-und  represents  an  increase  of  ahout  30 
percent  over  la.st  year's  season  average  of  15.7  cents  in  this  area.  Prices 
increased'in  practically  all  grade  groups,  and  prices  for  almost  all  grades 
except  the  lowest  qualities  in  erjch   group  increa,sed  "by  alsout  30  to  kO   percent, 
A  fovj  green  grades  and  all  nondescript  shovred  declines  from  last  year. 
Cigarette  grades  \i;ere  especially  favored,  ajid  purchases  "by  domestic  mejiu- 
facturers  were  unusually  heavy.   In  general,  ma.rket  prices  were  maintained 
throughout  the  selling  season  and  did  not  show  the  usual  season-end  declines. 
There  v;as  a.  very  low  proportion  of  rejections,  indica.ting  general  satisfaction 
hy  grovrers  v/ith  the  prices  received. 

Type  13  markets  opened  August  12  v/ith  large  deliveries  rjid  hea.vy 
sales.  First  hand  sales  during  August  totaled  S2.b  million  pounds,  at  an 
average  price  of  26.6  cents,  as  compared  with  la.st  yerx^R   August  soles  of 
this  type  of  52.9  Million  pounds  at  18. U  cents.   South  Carolina  sales  were 
39»0  million  pconds,  and  sales  in  North  Carolina  k^ .6   million  pounds. 
Deliveries  to  auction  floors  were  heavy  from  the  first  of  the  se-ason,  and 
with  the  short  crop  pjid  high  prices  marketing  progressed  rapidly.  Most 
markets  closed  on  Septemhor  12,  though  sales  continued  on  some  floors.  This 
may  be  the  first  time  in  many  years  tha-t  the  type  I3  selling  sea.son  has  "been 
completed  without  sales  in  Octohor.  Average  prices  fell  off  toward  the  end 
of  the  marketing  sea.son,  largely  "because  fair  to  common  grades  ajid  non- 
descript constituted  the  "bulk  of  deliveries.  However,  after  Septemher  1  the 
prices  of  almost  all  grades  cased  off  slightly  for  2  weeks  and  then  showed 
a  number  of  gains,  suggesting  revisions  in  ■buj''ors'  estimates  of  market 
conditions.  The  Septem-ber  1  crop  report  indicated  total  production  of  type 
13  as  121.5  million  pouxids.  Through  September  IS  gross  sales  as  reported 
by  the  Agricultural  Marketing  Service  totaled  ].32.6  million  pounds. 

Types  11a,  lib,  and  12  Now  Selling 

Eastern  North  Carolina.  aa.rkets  for  t^^pe  12  opened  on  August  26,  with 
prices  considerably  above  those  of  la.st  year.  The  first  h   days  of  sales 
brought  average  prices  of  26.8  cents  for  3O..8  million  pounds.  There  vrere  no 
August  sales  of  this  tjrpe  in  19^0,  but  the  19^+0  warehouse  sales  averaged  17.9 
cents,  an  indication  of  the  nature  of  the  advajice,   September  1  estimates 
indicate  the  I9H1  typo  12  crop  to  be  232.8  million  pounds,  I5  percent  less 
thaai  the  19^+0  production  of  27^.^  million  pounds. 

Middle  Belt  markets  for  type  lib  opened  on  September  9«  -oi"  ^^^ 
first  week  gross  sales  averaged  29. 5>  "-s  compared  with  an' average  for  all 
sales  a  year  a,go  of  18.0  cents.  The  volume  of  sales  vras  somewhat  smaller 
than  in  19^0,  reflecting  the  smaller  crop.  Early  offerings  wore  mainly 
medium  qualities  of  primings  and  lugs,  principally  the  former. 
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The  Old  Belt  markets  for  tj'pe  11a  opened  September  l6,  v;ith  prices 
markedly  atove  those  of  last  year  and  coraparahle  to  the  increases  for  tj'pes 
llh-lU.  For  the  first  week  gross  sales  averaged  28.2  cents,  11.^  cents 
higher  than  during  the  opening  veek  le.st  season.  The  very  small  numher  of 
rejections  indicated  general  satisfaction  with  prices.  I'hc  estimated  pro- 
duction as  of  Septemher  1  for  type  11  as  a  v/hole  (Old  Belt  and  Middle  Belt) 
is  230.5  million  pounds,  a  decline  of  7  percent  from  the  2^1.^   million-pound 
crop  in  19^0. 

Weather,  Low  Yields,'  Cause  Short  Crop 

The  decrease  in  the  'crop  came  wholly  from  a  decline  -in  average 
yields  from  last  yntir's  record  high  of  1,027  pounds  per  acre  to  an  indicated 
19^1  yield  of  866  pounds.  (This  is  ahout  the  same  as  the  1935~39  average 
yield  of  87^  poion.ds.)  The  "sharpest  decline,  almost  29  percent,  was  in 
Georgia,  with  smaller  declihes  in  the  type  I3  area,  and  still  smaller  in 
typo  12,  The  North  Carolina  Old  Belt  appears  to  have  s-'jffored  least,  with 
an  g  percent  decline  in  yields,  vihereas  the  Old  Belt  in  Virginia  has  an 
indicated  Id  percent  decline. 

A  number  of  unfavorable  v/eather  conditions  combined  to  produce  these 
relatively  low  yields  I  Dry  weather  at  setting  time,  and  abnormally  heavy 
rains  early  in  the  summer,  followed  by  hot,  dry  weather  which  caused  prema.ture 
ripening  of  much  of  the  crop.  The  net  result  is  a  flue-cured  crop  indicated 
to  be  the  smallest  since  193'+» 

Value  of  19U1  Crop  Above  that  of  I9U0 

With  the  higher  level  of  prices,  the  much  smaller  19^1  production 
of  6U7.7  million  pounds  probably  will  bring  retiirns  somev/hat  above 
$150,000,000.  This  compares  with  returns  of  $12^,000,000  for  the  larger  igi+O 
crop.  The  average  I93U-38  returns  were  about  $168,000,000. 

Commodity  Credit  Corporation  Purchases  Smr21 

Because  of  the  high  prices  prevailing  in  all  flue-cured  markets, 
rolo.tivoly  little  tobcicco  has  been  purchased  through  the  Commodity  Credit 
Corporation.  A  program  similar  to  that  of  last  "year,  of  purchases  through 
foreign  buyers  customarily  operating  and  through  domestic  dealers  for  export, 
had  been  set  up.  Hoviever,  bidding  by  other  buyers  has  generally  been  above 
the  rates  prescribed  in  the  Corpora.tion' s  contra^cts,  and  it  is  evident  that 
the  purchase  pllotments  will  not  be  fillet? .  As  of  September  20,  about  66 
million  pounds  had  been  purchfised  under  the  Corporation's  prograjn,  at  an 
average  price  of  22.6  cents  per  pound.  By  this 'date  over  one-half  of  the 
indicated  crop  had  been  sold. 

Sovernmcnt  G-rading  More  Extensive 

With  the  addition  of  12  new  ma,rkets,  voted  by  grovrars  in  referenda 
held  July  2U-26,  Government  inspection  on  fliie-cured  markets  has  a  much 
broader  coverage  now  than  a  year  ago.  Out  of  75  flue-cured  moj^kets  in 
operation  this  year,  the  Government  inspection  ^ind  market  nev;s  service  are 
available  on  26  markets.  These  are  divided  among  the  types  as  followsJ 
Type  11a,  2  markets;  type  lib,  3  markets;  type  12,  7  narkets;  tjrps  I3 ,  6 
markets;  and  type  lU,  8  markets.

Marketing  Quotas  to  be  About  Saino  for  19^2  -    .' 

Plue-cured  producers  are  now  operating  midcr  a  '^-yoa.x   production 
adjustment  program  approved  in  19^0.   It  is  expected  that  a.r^arketing  quota 
proclamation  will  bo  issued  covering  the  19^2  crop,  Allotnents,  probably 
will  be  about  the  saric  as  for  19^1,  The  Departnent '  s  suggested  acreage 
goal  for  I9U2  is  762,000  acres,  alnost  identical  with  the  19U1  allotnents. 

Epcports  for  Year  Decline;  Inci-ease  Probable 

Erports  of  fluo-cured  tobacco  for  the  I9U0  crop  year  totaled  135»5 
nillion  pounds,  a  decline  of  noro  than  U6  percent  fron  the  already  lo^^r 
•figure  of  252.2  nillion  pounds  exp^orted  in  1939<'   This  is  the  saallest  ex- 
•  port  since  the  figures  by  tjnpes  became  available  in  1923»  a^fi  about  the 
size  of  estimates  of  o^jjc   exr;orts  just  prior  to  I9IU  v;hcn  consumption  abroad 
was  at  a  materially  lover  level  than  in  recent  ynars.  Exports  for  O'uly  of 
this  year,  the  latest  available  f  ignore ,  were  23.5  million  pounds  as  compared 
with  11.4  million  in  July  19'40.  •      " 

Since  export  data  by  co-untrios  are  no  lonir;er  being  released,  it  is 
not  possible  to  give  a  detailed  analysis  of  current  trends.  However,  it  is 
clear  that  increases  in  present  shipments  are  due  largely  to  lend-lease 
exports,  which  arc  from  stocks  of  old-crop  loaf  owned  or  controlled  by  the 
Commodity  Credit  Corporation,   Such  shipments  are  oiq^ected  to  continue  in 
substantial  volume  during  the  coming  year, 

iTo  change  from  the  low  level  of  normal  coromcrcial  shipments  is  in 
prospect.  As  noted  in  previous  issues,  prospects  for  increased  exports 
to  the  Par  East  are  not  encouragirg. 

Cigarette  Withdrawals  on  High  Level 

As  measured  by  trx-paid  v;-ithdrawals,  cigarette  consumption  for  the 
year  _ended  June  19^1  has  increased  about  J  percent  over  the  high  level  of 
19^.  The  Federal  Seserve  Board  index  of  cigarette  production  reached  an 
all-tine  high  of  lUU  in  June,  and  then  declined  to  I3S  in  July  (1935-39=100). 
Cigarette  v/ithdrawals  bear  strongly  on  the  prospects  for  flue-cured  loaf, 
since  cigarettes  furnish  the  major  outlet  for  this  tj^oe.  Next  year  should 
see  continued  narked  increases,  though  perhaps  at  a  smaller  rate  of  gain. 

Manufactured  smoking  tobacco,  the  second  r.ost  important  domestic  use 
for  fluo-cured,  showed  a  1,7  percent  increase  in  production  for  the 
12  m.onths  ended  June  30,  19^1  as  compared  with  the  sane  x3-riod  a  year  ago. 
This  rate  of  incrca,se  nay  be  maintained  during  the  coniiig  year. 
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Privately  Controlled  Stocks,  Supply ,  Down 

The  estimated  total  supply  of  flue-cured  on  July  1,  19^+1  was  the 
largest  on  record,  higher  oj   75»1  mill 'on  pounds  than  a  yoar  ago.  However, 
nearly  200.0  million  pounds  of  the  supply  represented  increases  in  stocks 
owned  or  controlled  hy  the  Commodity  Credit  Corporation  over  the  previous 
year.   If  this  is  deducted  the  remainder  or  "total  free  supply"  is  lov;er 
than  a  year  ago,  and  if  all  Corporation  stocks  held  on  JijIj   1,  13^+1  are  sub- 
tracted, the  total  free  supply  is  lov/er  than  on  J-uly  1,  1939*  Privately 
controlled  stocks,  hov/evcr,  are  about  the  same  this  year  as  they  were  a 
year  ago,  .and  about  one- third  larger  than  on  July  1,  1939* 

Jlue-cured  disappearance  in  19^  declined  to  572»5  million  pounds, 
as  compared  with  705»^  million  pounds  in  1939»   Tii^  decline  is  entirely  ac- 
counted for  by  the  decline  in  exports,  if  allowance  is  made  for  weight 
shrinkage  in  r oportod  exports.  Even  v/ith  the  small  current  crop  indicated 
by  September  1  estimates,  production  currently  still  exceeds  disappearance. 
If  lend-lease  exports  ,-ittain  their  expected  levels,  however,  disappearance 
this  year  should  be  lar^-er  tlian  current  production.

Burley  Crop  Estimated  Smaller 
Than  in  19^0 

As  of  September  1,  the  19'+1  Burley  crop  is  estimated  to  be  328,5  nil- 
lion  pounds.   This  would  be  about  I3  percent  smaller  than  the  375.5  million 
pounds  produced  in  19^. 


Decreased  yields  accounted  for  the  reduced  crop,  acreage  planted  hav- 
ing increased  slightly.   Kentucky  and  Tennessee,  the  major  producing  areas, 
suffered  about  equally.   The  Crop  Reporting  Board  states  tliat  the  Kentuckj,^ 
crop  shows  "an  extreme  range  of  condition  and  probable  yield",  due  to 


spotty  rainfall.  Thsre  are  almost  two  distinct  crops  tliis  year,  "because  of 
different  times  of  setting  plants.   The  early  tolsacco  ripened  rapidly  under 
heavy  rains  shortly  after  planting.  The  later  s3ttings  grew  largely,  under 
drjT-.  v/cather  conditions,  and  the  tooacco  still  in  tho  fields  as  of  Septemocr  1 
had  good  yield  prospects.  -     ' 

Extension  of  .G-ovei-nniont  Market  Servies  Possiole 


A  referendum  will  "bo  held  among  Burloy  growers  on  OctolDcr  2-^  to  de- 
cide on  tho  eztcnsion  of  G-overnment  inspection  (grading)  and  aarket  nev;s 
service  to  all  Bu.rley  markets.  If  approved,  the  G-ovcrnmcnt  v/ill  inspect  all 
Burley  offered  on  auction  markets  this  year,  a:ad  the  market  news  service 
will  lio  expanded  accordingly. 

It  is  unofficially  reported  that  the  Lexington  market  will  open  this 
year  on  Decemhor  1  and  the  other  Burley  markets  on  Decenher  2. 

Production  G-oal  May  "be  Decreased 

It  is  expected  that  the  Secretary  v;ill  shortly  proclaim  a  r^arketing 
quota  for  the  19'-!-2  Surlcy  crop,  in  vie\;f  of  the  unfavoralDle  supply  situation. 

The  suggested  19-!2  production  goal  calls  for  a  reduction  from  the 
I9UI  acreage:  allotment  "oy  the  full  amount  permitted  hy  existir^  -legislation. 
This  v;o"ald  res-alt  in  a  cut  of  slightly  less  than  10  percent,  after  providing 
for  exemptions  of  farr.s  v:ith  allotments  of  less  than  1  acre,    '■ 

Indica,ted  Smply  Ahout  Sgxie  as  in.  19UO 

It  is  estiiia.ted  that  the  delino  in  the  indicated  IQ^l  crop  will  "bo 
almost  exactly  compensated  "by.  an  increase  in  Octoher  1  stocks  from.  762.3  mil- 
lion pounds  in  19^40  to  auout  S05-0  million  pounds  this  years  This  v;ould 
give  an  Octooer  1  supply  estimate  of  1,133^5  million  pounds  as  compared  v/ith 
1,137«S  million  pounds  a  year  ago. 

Disappearance  for  the  past  year,  estimated  on  this  liasis,  wouJ-d  "be 
332.3  million  pcands,  an  increase  of  1U.7  million  pounds  from  the  1939  dis- 
appearance and  tho  first  sizeahle  increase  since  193^*   Since  Burley  cjcports, 
alv.-ays  a  minor  factor,  have  decreased,  the  larger  disappearance  indicates  a 
su'bstantial  increase  in  the  domestic  use  of  this  type. 

Domestic  Cons-omption  Outlook  Favoraplo 

The  estimated  increases  in  disappearance  are  in  line  with  the  evidence 
provided  hy  su'bstantial  increases  in  tax-paid  withdrawals  of  cigarettes  and 
sm.aller  increases  in  the  manufacture  of  other  tohacco  products  using  Burley 
leafo   Since  these  general  trends  are  expected  to  continue,  the  outlook  for 
Burley  disappearance  in  the  immediate  future  is  favora^ole. 

During  the  first  10  months  of  the  marketing  year  "beginning  October 
19^,  exports  of  Burley  totaled  4,071, obO  pounds.   This  represents  a  sliarp 
percentage  decline  from  the  9j30S,893  pounds  exported  during  the  same  period

the  sale  of  most  of  their  holdings  taken  under  the  loan  program  of  the 
Commodity  Credit  Corporation  last  year.  The  Association  has  left  alsout 
^•0  million  pounds  of  the  26,2  million  pounds  received  tmder  this  program. 

Trade  reports  indicate  considera'ble  movement  of  old  crop  stocks  out  of 
the  hands  of  private  dealers.

MARYLAND  K)BACCO,  TYPE  32 

19^1  Crop  About  Same  as  Last  Year 

The  condition  of  the  Maryland  crop  declined  slightly  during  August, 
and  September  1  indications  are  for  a  19^1  crop  totaling  31.3  million  pounds. 
This  is  only  2  percent  below  the  19^40  crop  of  31.9  million  pounds  now  being 
sold.  The  yield  is  estimated  at  SOO  pounds  per  acre,  as  compared  with 
SUo  last  year.  There  was  a  small  increase  in  the  acreage  planted  this  year, 

19^  Crop  Sells  at  Record  Prices 

Through  August  3I  sales  of  the  19^0  crop  on  the  auction  markets  and 
on  the  Baltimore  hogshead  market  totaled  31,36s, 017  pou:ids.  The  average 
price  for  sales  during  the  first  8  months  of  the  calendar  year  was  33.3  centsi 
The  highest  average  season  price  on  record  for  Iforyland  leaf  is  3O.O  cents, 
reached  in  1918.  With  little  leaf  still  to  be  marketed,  it  is  evident  that 
a  new  record  high  price  was  paid  for  the  19^  Maryland  crop.   Cash  returns 
to  growers  vrill  be  the  largest  recorded,  about  10.0  million  dollars  as  con- 
pa,red  with  a  previous  high  of  7.8  million  dollars  for  the  193^  crop. 
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Auction  Warehouses  Close  September  5 

The  six  auction  vfarehouses  at  Upper  Marlboro,  Ilughesvill-e,  La  Plata, 
and  Waldorf  all  closed  for  the  season  on  September  5.  This  wag' their  third 
year  of  operation,  and  almost  exactly  three-fourths  of  all  first-hand  sales 
for  the  first  8  months  of  the  year  passed  over  their  floors.  The  Baltimore 
hogshead  market  probably  v/ill  remain  open  at  least  through  October. 

YJith  31.4  million  pounds  already  sold,  only  relatively  small  amounts 

of  the  crop  are  yet  to  be  marketed.   However,  it  appears  likely  that  the 
Crop  Reporting  Board  estimate  of  31.9  million  pounds  for  the  1940  crop  may 
be  slightly  exceeded. 

Supply  in  1942  Will  be  Slightly  Larger 

Despite  the  decline  in  September  1  crop  indications  as.  compared  v/ith 
the  previ,ous  months,  it  .is  still  expected  that  the  total  supply  on  January  1 
will  be  slightly  larger  .than  on  January  1,-  1941.   This  is  based  on  an 
estimate  of  stocks  for  "that-  date  of  47.0  million  pounds.   Hovr.ever,  disappear- 
ance has  increased,  and  on  the  evidence  of  strong  marl:et  beha,viour  this  year 
the  increased  stocks  and  supply  furnish  no  cause  for  concern.. 

There  has  been  no  material  change  in  the  export  situation.   Although 
July  exports  of  335,656  pounds  vrere  the  largest  in  5  months,  such  occasional 
upsmngs  probably  have  little  significance  for  the  immediate  .future.   Exports 
during  the  first  7  months  oi*  1941  totaled  1,258,000  pounds,  littTe  changed 
from  the  1,509,000  pounds  exported  during  the  same  period  in  1'9'4'0.   The  1940 
figure  had  already  reflected  the  loss  of  major  continental  European  markets, 
and  v.-as  about  40  percent  of  the  average  1935-39  export.      '  ■ 

Domestic  Cons-omption  Increases 

Wi'.:h  exports  little  changed,  present  indications  are  that  the  improve- 
ment in  disappearance  mil  come  from  increased  domestic  consumption.   Like- 
wise this  points  to  a  marked  increase  in  domestic  demand  in  this  year's 
markets.   This  increase  is  largely  based  upon  present  increases  in  cigarette 
consumption,  and  probably  upon  plans  to  increase  somev:hat  the  usage  of 
Maryland  in  cigarette  blends.   There  have  been  i:  a-Jinbcr   of  unconfirmed  re- 
ports that  some  manufacturers  arc  planning  to  increase  their  use  of  Maryland 
leaf  Vv'hile  economizing  on  the  use  of  imported  cigarette  tobaccos.  ' 

Farmers  are  evidently  pleased  vd.th  market  prices  this  year.  However, 
any  plans  for  expansion  of  acreage  next  year  ■'^11  be  partially  determined 
by  possible  alternative  agricultural  and  nonagricultural  employment  of  the 
necessary  resources.

FIRE-CURED  AlE)   DARK  AIR-CTJRED  TOBACCOS,    TYPES   21-24  ALID  35-37- 

Condition  of  Crops  Improve,  but  Crop 
Much  Smaller  Than  in  1940" 

Both  fire-cured  e.nd  dark  air-cured  groups  experienced  favorable 
weather  during  August,  and  as  a  result  prospects  are  somev/hat  improved  over 
a  month  ago.   production  of  all  typos  has  decres.sed  greatly  from  a  year  ago; 
however,  principally  because  of  smaller  plantings  ensuing  from  the  adoption 
of  marketing  quotas,  for  1941-43,  and  secondarily  because  of  a  reduction  in 
per  a.cre  yields  in  all  important  areas  producing  fire-cured. 

The  total  fire-cured  crop  indicated  September  1  was  73.7  million 
pounds,  about  29  percent  less  thaji  the  1940  crop.   The  Virginia  crop  (type  21) 
estimate  was  13.3  million  pounds,  as  compared  with  18.7  million  a  year  ago. 
The  Kentucky-Tennessee  crop  (types  22-24)  report  shows  production  to  be  60.4 
million  pounds,  as  compared  with  84.8  million  in  1940.   Decreased  yields  were 
added  to  the  effect  of  production  adjustment,  particularly  in  t^^'pe  23,  where 
the  crop  ha.s  made  its  grovrth  under  sonevmat  dry  conditions. 

As  of  September  1,  production  of  the  dark  air-cured  group  is  estimated 
at  32.6  million  pounds,  a  decline  of  23  percent  from  the  42.2  million  po^jnds 
produced  in  1940.   This  reduction  resulted  entirely  from  the  smaller  plant- 
ings induced  by  marketing  quotas.   With  the  exception  of  the  small  Virginia 
sun-c\Arod  crop,  for  v.-hich  no  marketing  quotas  were  in  effect,  per  acre  yields 
all  increased.   The  indicated  September  1  yield  of  type  35  (One  Sucker), 
918  pounds  per  acre,  vrauld  be  the  largest  on  record,  the  estimated  yield  in 
Kentucky  having  been  increased  25  pounds  over  a  month  ago  as  a  result  of 
recent  highly  favorable  grooving  conditions. 

Stocks  Dark  Tobaccos  Expected  to  Show  Increase 


It  is  estimated  that  as  of  October  1,  stocks  of  fire-cured  tobacco 
will  total  179.0  million  rounds,  about  one-fourth  more  than  on  the  same  date

last  year.  A  siaaTler'  increase  in  dark  air-ciired  stocks,  9.4  nillion  pounds, 
or  about  14  percent  nore  than  on  October  1,  1940,  is  also  anticipated. 

The  increase  in  fire-c\ired  stocks  should  nore  than  balance  the 
red.uced  production,  resulting  in  a  slightly  larger  supply  this  year  than 
last.   In  the  case  of  dark  air-cured  tobaccos,  the  larger  stocks  probably 
will  be  corapensated  by  the  reduced  production,  leaving  tiie  supply  about  the 
ssjne  as  on  October  1,  1940. 

Disappearance  Decline  Due  to  Reduced  Exports 

Disappearance  of  both  groups  of  dark  tobaccos  is  expoctod  to  decline. 
For  fire-cuTod,  a  drastic  decline  is  anticipated,  fron  91.8  million  pounds 
in  1939  to  66.1  nillion  pounds  last  year.   For  dark  air-cured,  the  change 
should  not  be  so  great,  fron  54.1  nillion  pounds  in  1939  to  32.8  nillion  in 
1940.   In  both  cases  the  decreases  can  be  ascribed  to  the  continued  decline 
in  exports. 

For  the  first  10  laonths  of  the  year,  the  reported  weight  of  fire-cured 
exports  v;as  13.8  million  poionds,  only  41.7  percent  of  1939  exports,  v/hich 
had  already  been  affected  by  the  closing  of  continental  European  narkets. 
For  the  sane  period,  dark  sir-cured  exports  dropped  about  40  percent,  fron 
2.5  million  pounds  to  1.5  million  pounds,  and  exports  of  Black  Fat,  and 
dark  African  dropped  35  percent,  fron  4.9  nillicn  to  3.2  million  pounds. 

No  fundamental  change  in  the  current  expoft  situation  is  anticipated 
before  the  end  of  the  crop  year.,  llovrever ,   no  further  decreases  are  in 
prospect  for  next  year  and  possible  moderate  shipments  of  old-crop  tobacco 
to  British  Empire  areas  under  the  tei-ms  of  the  Lend-Lease  Act  should  be  re- 
flected in  some  increase  in  total  exports. 

Snuff  Withdrav/als,  Che\7ing  Manufactures  Up 

Snuff  withdravmls,  the  best  single  index  of  domestic  use  of  fire-cured, 
continue  to  increase.   The  year  ended  June  60,    1941  showed  a  1.5  percent 
increase  over  the  year  before.   The  July-August  figures  shov;  a  somewhat  note- 
Trorthy  increase  of  9.2  percent  over  the  year  before. 

Dark  air-cured  is  used  largely  in  manufactured  tobacco.   Plug  chewing 
shoTj-ed  a  1.2  percent  decline  for  the  year  ended  June  30,  1941,  and  then  in- 
creased for  the  next  2  months  as  compared  with  a  year  age.   Long-cut  is  in- 
cluded in  the  smoking  tobacco  classification,  which  shewed  sustained  snail 
increases.   The  manufacture  of  twist  hold  its  own  during  the  last  fiscal 
year,  and  during  the  first  2  months  of  this  fiscal  year  increased  14.9  percent 
as  ccnpared  with  the  previous  year.   On  balance,  it  seems  probable  that  the 
dom.estic  use  of  dark  air-cured  increased  somewhat  during  the  year. 

These  slightly  higher  levels  of  domestic  consumption  for  the  dark 
types  should  be  maintained  during  the  next  year,  and  it  is  probable  that  mod- 
erate increases  v:ill  occur.

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Marketing  Quotas  to_  Continue  Next  Y^ar       -    .     , 

It  is  expected  that  the  Secretary  will  shortly  proclain  marketing 
quotas  for  1942  for  fire-cured  tobacco  and  for  dark  air-cured  (t;;>'pes  35  and 
36  only).  In  spite  of  noderate  increases  in  donestic  consunption,  the  sup- 
ply situation  of  these  types  remains  unfavorable,  especially  in  view  of  the 
anticipated  low  level  of  exports.  Suggested  1942  national  goals  for  dark 
air-cured  and  fire-cured  tobaccos  call  for  reductions  of  10  percent,  except 
for  certain  exenptions  for  si.iall  farns. 

In  the  event  that  production  next  year  is  decreased,  1942  should  show 
a  somewhat  more  satisfactory  supply  situation  from  the  point  of  view  of  more 
normal  marketing  relations  and  prices  for  future  years. 

One  Sucker  Inspection  Appro-ued 

In  a  referendim  held  September  18-20,  growers  of  One  Sucker  approved 
the  extension  this  year  of  the  Government  inspection  (grading)  and  market 
news  service  to  the  markets  for  this  type.   Since  all  fire-cured  markets  and 
those  for  Green  Rivor  have  already  been  designated  for  these  Government 
services,  all  markets  for  dark  tobaccos  will  be  covered  this  year  with  the 
exception  of  the  small  Virginia  sun-cured  crop.   Furthermore,  in  the  event 
of  adoption  of  the  service  for  all  Burley  markets,  tobacco  markets  in  Ken- 
tucky and  Tennessee  for  all  tj^-pes  will  have  the  Government  inspection  and 
market  news  services. 

CIGAR  TOBACCOS,  TYFES  41-62 

Size  of  Crop  About  Same  as  in  1940: 
Quality  Generally  Higher 


Estim.ates  of  the  Crop  Reporting  Board  as  of  September  1  indicate  pro- 
duction cf  cigar  leaf  to  be  142,196,000  pounds  —  only  829,000  pounds  less 
than  the  crop  of  143,025,000  pounds  grown  in  1940.   Generally  favorable  grow- 
ing conditions  throughout  most  cigar  leaf  areas  and  good  early  harvesting 
weather  have  contributed  to  a  quality  of  crop ■ somewhat  above  that' of  the  pre- 
vious year.   A  largo  part  of  the  crop  has  already  been  harvested  and  weather 
favorable  to  curing  has  prevailed.   Early  indications  are  that  prices  for 
the  1941  crop  vfill  be  as  good  for  some  tj'pes  and  slightly  better  for  other 
types  than  those  received 'for  the  1940  crop.   The  value  of  the  crop  to 
growers  is  likely  to  be  soiaeTi'-hat  above  the  |25,049,000  received  for  the  pre- 
vious year's  crop.   FanTi  stocks  of  old-crop  tobacco  are  practically  cleared 
out;  none  remains  on  farms  in  the  Connecticut  Valley. 

Acreage  (1941)  Reduced;  Yields 
of  SoLie  Types  Higher 

Acreages  of  both  the  filler  and  binder  classes  were  reduced  by  1.2 
percent  and  3.6  percent,  respectively,  in  1941.   Wrapper  was  increased  by 
700  acres.   High  yields  prevailed  in- the  Connecticut  Valley;  expected  yields 
in  the  Wisconsin  areas  will  be  somewhf^t  lower;  yields  in  Georgia  and  Florida 
were  lower  than  in  most  years  for  which  records  are  available.   The  average 
3.meld  of  1,373  poirnds  for  all  cigar  tj^es,  however,  was  practically  the  same 
as  the  yield  of  1,361  pounds  obtained  in  1940. 
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Shift  from.  Filler  -po   Binder 

in  Georgia  and,  iFlorida  , 

There  has  been  a  gradual  shift  over  a  period  of  years  from  a  sun-gro\'ra 
filler  type  to  a  binder  type  in  the  Georgia  and  Florida  area,  until  in  1940 
and  1941  none  of  the  filler  tjrpe  was  growi.   This  shift  was  brought  about  by 
the  introduction  of  a  now  variety  of  seed  producing  a  thin,  silky,  tobacco 
highly  suitable  for  binder  purposes.   The  use  of  this  type  was  at  first  purely 
local  but  apparently  has  now  spread  to  other  territory.   At  the  present  time 
about  the  same  quantity  of  this  binder  typo  is  produced  as  formerly  was  pro- 
duced of  filler.   As  yet  no  change  has  been  made  in  designating  the  type  by 
nuTiber  in  Department  releases  and  publications. 

Marketing  Agreement  for  Type  61  Terminated 

At  the  request  of  the  Connecticut  Valley  Shade  Grov/ers '  Asscciatij-n, 
the  marketing  agreement  for  Connecticut- Valley  shade-gromi  tobacco,  type  61, 
was  terminated  by  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  on  August  15,  1941.   This 
agreement,  vjhich  governed  both  production  and  sale  of  this  type  during  the 
past  8  years,  v;as  said  to  be  outmoded.   The  agreement  has  not  been  replaced. 

Stocks  of  Foreign-GroT/vn  Cigar  Leaf 
■  Above  Normal   •  '  ■      • 

Stocks  of  foreign-grown  cigar  leaf  as  of  July  1,  1941  are  the  largest 

on  record.   The  increase  results  almost'  entirely  from  larger  holdings  of 
Sijr.iatra  and  Java  wrapper.   The  increase' in  Cuban  filler  is  largely  jffset 
by  the  decrease  in  Philippine  filler.   Larger  Sumatra  holdings  may  be  a 
hedge  against  possible  extension  of  shipping  difficulties  and  acreage  re- 
ductions in  Sur,iatra,  as  well  as  against  further  increases  in  domestic  con- 
sumption. • 

Increased  Domestic  Demand  Expected 
to  Continue 

During  the  year  ended  June  1941,  more  than  5,708  million  cigars  v."ere 
consumed.   This  is  the  largest  consumption  in  a  decade  and  resulted  from 
the  greatly  increased  consumer  incomes.   Percentage  increases  took  place 
for  all  classes  of  cigars,  including  small  cigars,  except  Class  E  (retailing 
at  more  than  20  cents),  where  a  small  decline  occurred.   In  Classes  C 
(8.1  to  15  cents)  and  Class  D  (15,1  to  20  cents),  increases  of  5.6  percent 
and  8.1  pf.;rcont  respectively  occurred. 

The  Federal  Reserve  Board  index  of  cigar  production  reached  113  in 
June  1941  but  declined  to  111  in  July  (1935-39  =  lOO) ,  reflecting  a  seasonal 
decline  in  production. 

Domestic  demand  for  cigars  is  expected  to  continue  to  increase  during 
1941-42  but  at  a  declining  rate,   production  of  scrap  chevying  tobacco  in- 
creased 3.2  percent  during  the  year  ended  June  1941  compared  with  the  year 
ended  June  1940.   Production  during  Juno  1941  was  23  percent  above  June  1940. 
This  is  the  first  time  that  an  increase  in  production  of  scrap  chevj-ing  has 
taken  place  in  this  month  since  June  1933,  i^hen  production  was  larger  than 
in  June  1937.   Increased  production  in  industry  is  largely  responsible  for 
increased  consumption  of  scrap  chewing.
